If political parties nre In be rated on the strength and |iractic;il char- 


acter of their platforms, then the deniocrntic party should bo n winner. 


Tins party has been most careful in drjnvinj; up and presenting to tin 


public a pint form of principles- to bo closely followed 
if 
the party 
he- 


placed ill control of Ihe trovernineiu. 


The republican party on'the contrary lias been most reckless in refer- 


ence to its platform declarations. 
In fuel the leader? of the, party feel 


largely as did .Senator Hanna, who said thai party platforms were made 
for election purposes only. 
He voiced the republican idea of platforms 


when he made that statement for it is not long since the party adoplcd 
a platform promising tariff revision downward and in a short time there- 
after it revised ihr. tariff upward. 


That is one of Ihe reasons why the people of this country today want 


the republican party driven from olliee to five, way to the democratic party. 
Tlie people feel that they have been imposed upon and with crood reason. 


Here is a single, declaration of the democratic platform, which it1 car- 


ried into effect would remedy most of the worst tariff evils complained of; 


"Wo favor the immediate downward revision of the 
c-xintin^ 


hich and in many casts prohibitive 'tarilf duties, insistiui; that 
material reductions be speedily mn(1f> upon the necessaries of life. 
Aniek-s entering into competition \viih trust_ controlled products 
and articles of American manufacture, 
which are 
sold abroad 


more cheaply titan at home, shouifl be put upon the free list." 


The republican platform adopted ai Chicago Kays, the tariff on some 


articles is too hii^h and nhould he lowered, but the party so declared in 
190S and having: broken its promises, the. people do not now care what 
it promises. 
Hence the total lack of popular confidence in the republi- 


can, party. 


As to the candidafes we have had seven years of Roosevelt and under i

Of all the trust combinations in existence in this country in 1908, fully 


90 per cent, of them were formed during the 
Roosevelt 
administration. 


During: the seven and a half years of Roosevelt's incumbency there were but 
eight auti-trusl prosecutions of uny importance and only three convictions. 
So far as the effect upon prices and trusts were concerned, the effect of 
the prosecutions was indiscernible. 


Under the Cleveland administration when trusts were few in number 


there "were 102 prosecutions under the anti-trust law; under the AJcKinley 
administration 15; and under the Roosevelt 2], with but three important 
suits van. and yel these might as. well have been omitted so far us ap- 
peared from the results.

No forced stops were 
made at any time during the test, and 
it was found to be possible to set up

messages with greater speed and less 
labor than when mules were used.

WASHINGTON, r>. C., October 23!— 


Statistics with reference to mortgage 
Indebtedness of the farms 
of 
the 


United States are given in a report 
soon to be issued by Director Durand 
of the Bureau of the Census. Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor. The 
report was prepared under the super- 
vision of John Lee Coulter, expert 
special agent for agriculture. 


The total number of farms in the 


United States operated by their own- 
ers, which were mortgaged in 1910 is 
1,327,439; while 2,621.283 were reported 
as free from mortgage. 
These figures 


show an increase since 1900 of 17.7 per 
cent, in the number of farms mort- 
gaged; and of 4.4 per cent, in the 
number of farms free from mortgage. 
The report will show that 58,104 farms 
were operated by managers—a de- 
crease of 1.7 per cent since 1900, and 
2,354,676 farms were operated by ten- 
ants, an increase of 16.3 per cent, since 
1900. No statistics pertaining to mort- 
gage indebtedness were 
secured 
for 


farms operated by tenants or 
bir^.d 


managers. It would bo 
practically 


impos.sible in many cases to reach the 
owners of such farms to ascertain the 
facts. 
Land Values increased 


The total value of the 
land 
nnd 


buildings of the 1,006,511 farms 
for 


which both the fact of mortgage in- 
debtedness and its amounts were re- 
ported was 
SC,330,000,000 and 
the 


amount of debt was SI.726.000.000 or 
27.3 per cent, of the value. The corre- 
sponding proportion in 1S90 as shown 
In the reports was 35.5 per cent. There 
was thus, during1 the twenty years a 
marked diminution in the relative im- 
portance of mortgage debt 
on 
the 


farms mortgaged, due primarily to the

Tho average amount of 
mortgage indebtedness per farm in- 
created from $1,224 in 1S90 to $1,715 In
